The year of 1983 turned out to be a trend- 
setter in Crawford County eight different 
ways. 

The first ever Crawford County Fair was 
launched successfully August 19-21 despite a 
heat wave with temperatures reaching 94 
degrees and higher at the open fairgrounds. 


More warm weather — this time in 
February — combined with less than nor- 
mal snowfall to cancel the entire Grayling 
Winter Sports Carnival for the first time in 
58 years. 

The Grayling Fish Hatchery was reopen- 
ed for the first time since 1965 and became a 
tourist hot spot attracting 37,000 visitors 


During 1983, school taxes were collected 
for the first time in the summer helping the 
school district save about $96,000. Nineteen 
eighty-three also was the first year since 
1966 the overall state equalized values for 
Crawford County did not increase. 

It was also the year a newly-formed 
Beaver Creek Fire Department made their 
first official fire run to a house — appro- 
priately enough — located on Memory Lane. 

Governor Jim Blanchard inspected 7,000 
National Guard troops in his first review 
Aug. 12 at Camp Grayling.

By Babson’s Reports Inc., Wellesley Hills, Mass., December 
29, 1983. A year ago the American economy was mired in the 
trough of a recession which had dealt out severe punishment.

to demand for goods and services, and more expansive — though 
still wisely guarded — inventory accumulation and capital- 
expenditure budgets in business circles. Furthermore, there has 
been a deepening conviction that the economic recovery has 
staying power. Unlike the state of public sentiment a year ago, 
and even as recently as mid-1983, fears that the uptrend in 
business is headed for an early demise are largely confined to 
those still unable to establish employment connections, In short, 
the economic recovery has now gained unquestioned credibility. 
Its forward thrust has been building for some time and there is 
still considerable momentum going into 1984, 
1984 — SOLID, CONSISTENT BUSINESS PACE 

Following the explosive display of vigor last spring, the 
tempo of economic activity tempered somewhat in the final two 
quarters of the year. In the third quarter real GNP advanced at 
an annual rate of nearly 8%, and our estimate for the final 1983 
quarter is on the order of a 54%% gain. While the district deceler- 
ation is viewed with discomfort in some circles, Babson’s feels 
that the throttling down of the rale of business advance from the 
lofty 9.7% pace of the second quarter was a good sign. The 
slower tempo. renders the economic uptrend sustainable for a 
longer period of time than might have been the cage had the con- 
vulsive upward vault last spring been succeeded by equally for- 
ceful advances, Such a scenario would have meant an overheated 
economy with resultant dangerous strains upon the nation’s 


‘ productive facilities, manpower, material resources, and finan- 


cial structure, a condition disastrous to the vital task of keeping 
inflation and interest rates tolerable. 

Hence, Babson's expects the economy to experience the 
second phase of its now year-long cyclical expansion in 1984. Our 
forecast is for economic activity to trend consistently upward 
throughout the year but, with pent-up consumer and business 
demand less compelling, the further upswing in business will 
proceed on a smoother basis, devoid of the out-sized bulge which 
had occurred in 1983's second quarter. Many hitherto laggard 
industries will join in, making for a sturdier, broader advance in 
1984. Fundamentally, the steadier upward progression in 
business will be more tenable, albeit less spectacular due to the 
likelihood that the element of volatility will be diminished. 

LOOK FOR NEW SOURCES OF UPTHRUST 

During 1983 home building, automobile production and con- 
sumer spending provided much of the upthrust for the 
economy's recovery. Now that recovery is giving way to expan- 
sion, it appears that fresh sources of impetus -vill provide the 
leadership for business in 1984, Babson’s anticipates that new 
residential building will remain in a high range, though upward 
momentum from this sector waned in the later stages of 1983. 
After mortgage rates moved back upward there was a definite 
leveling off in home building. Thus 1984 is not likely to experien- 
ce a fresh upsurge akin to 1983's first half. 

Spurred by active demand at the retail level, automobile 
production was stepped up as 1983 progressed. This provided 
good upthrust to the economy. Babson’s expects new car pur- 
chases to hold up well in 1984, production rates in the year ahead 
will not show much added ac eeleration from rates which have 
prevailed this past fall. { 

Iexcept for a few soft spots early in the year, retail trade was 
an important fuel for the climb in business during 1983. This 
culminated in a very gratifying display of vibrance as the year 
drew to a ciose. However, whereas new home building and auto 
production seem destined to be bolstering influences for the 
economy in 1984, consumer spending can continue to generate 
fresh upward impetus for business over the year ahead. Ad- 
ditional vitality will likely be contributed by business capital 
spending, defense expenditures, and business inventory accumu- 
lation, although all will be of only moderate upward intensity. 

GROSS NATIONAL PRODUCT 

Babson's Reports forecasts that the nation’s real gross 
national product (the value ef goods and services produced, in 
1972 dollars) will trend consistently upward in 1984, although 
there may be some tapering off late in the year. The rate of quar- 
terly increases will probably range around 54%, slightly below 
the estimated 6.2% average for 1983 due to the more moderate 
advance. Nevertheless, the steady, sustainable uptrek will have 
a good deal of substance and enable 1984's. average quarterly

reading of the real GNP to post a 542% year-to-year increment ' 


versus the estimated 34%% average gain estimated for 1983. 
INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 

The Federal Reserve Index of Industrial Production is also 
expected to chalk up good gains in 1984. For this indicator — 
which measures physical volume (not dollar value) of output of 
the nation's factories, mines, and utilities — the further upward 
trek will be pretty consistent as was the case in 1983. Look for 
industrial production to average about 5% above the past year. 
This year-to-year increase will only approximate the estimated 
gain for 1983, but in some respects the achievement may turn 
oul to be more formidable. For example, production in 1983 
snapped back from the low point for the recession and while an 
increasing number of industries did experience more vibrant 
operations as the year progressed, consumer-oriented lines and 
suppliers thereto led the rebound. We look for broader participa- 
tion in 1984's advance as industries which normally lag turns in 
economic cycles commence to benefit from the expansion phase. 

BUSINESS INVENTORIES 

Doubts concertiing the probable vigor and durability of the 
business recovery were followed by surprise over the outburst of 
vitality in the second 1983 quarter. Consequently, businessmen 
were slow to shift their thinking on Inventory policy and stock- 
piles were worked further downward through midyear before 
some rebuilding took place in the second half. We forecast tha 
inventory accumulation will be distinct and persistent in 1984, 
This development will figure prominently in the upward trends 
of both the gross national product and industrial production. 
The largely hand-to-mouth buying policies of 1983 will give way 
to increased emphasis upon forward buying, More comfortable 
inventory positions will be deemed necessary since productive 
capacity utilization is approaching the theoretical level of max- 
imum efficiency and there is no sign of abatement in demand. 
However, memories are still vivid concerning the recent peviad 
of inventory liquidation and renewed accumulation will doub- 
tless be approached gingerly. 

BUSINESS CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 

Business investment in new plant and equipment did not 
play much of a role in the recovery phase of economic activity in 
1983. ‘This was quite normal since there was «4 good deal of idle 
productive capacity available. However, capacity utilization 
rates overall have risen past 80%, and the point of theoretical 
maximum efficiency is no longer far distant. ‘Phus, in recent 
months there have been increasing reports of planned boosts in 
capital outlay budgets. This trend should contniue, and become 
more pronounced in 1984, Lending credence to this is the fact 
that business has been able te strengthen its financial position. 
Also, in recent years unprofitable and only marginally profitable 
plants have been either closed or sold. Thus, business is better 
positioned to step up capital outlays. Still, we look for such 
projects to be selective and geared primarily toward produc- 
tivity enbancement rather than large-scale expansions of 
production capacity. Our forecast is for a 10% hike in 1984 
business capital spending over 1983, after two “down” years in 
such investments, 

BUILDING AND CONSTRUCTION 

A stellar performer during portions of 1982 and 1983, new 
housing starls will likely bea sustaining influence at best to 
economic activity in 1984. While demand for housing is still com- 
polling, the level of mortgage rates turned back upward in 1983. 
Although stil! well below the unbearable high rates of the late 
1970s and early 1980s, and although the availability of mortgage 
credit is also better than it was then, the “affordability” factor is

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The final report of the Michigan 
Commission on High Schools on 
how to upgrade the public school 
system retains the _ state’s 
traditional emphasis on statewide 
guidelines rather than setting man- 
dated standards and programs. 

But, the reconimendations 
presented recently to the State 
Board of Education, which is to use 
the report plus four others in form- 
ing its proposals in January, would 
cost at least $10 million to imple- 
ment, state officials reported. 

Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, Phillip Runkel, said the ‘‘vast 
majority of the recommendations 
will be adopted” by the board and 
the final proposals adopted will 
probably cost more than that figure. 

He said the board will likely in- 
clude some items not in the com- 
mission report and added he would 


like reorganization of K-12 districts | 


and improved teacher training given 
more emphasis. 

“Tf Michigan wants quality educa- 
tion, it will have to pay for it. If we 
want to abandon our future, we will 
abandon our schools,”’ Runkel said. 

He added he believes the state can 
accomplish its goals through 
recommendations rather than man- 
dates because ‘‘history has in- 
dicated schools will follow when we 
provide the leadership.”’ 

He said, however, the board may 
impose mandates on class size. For 
small or poor schools, he said legis- 
lation may be required to provide 
cooperative planning and pooling of 
resources to meet recommended 
standards. 

Among the more difficult recom- 
mendations to be achieved, Runkel 
said, will be increasing the time in a 
school year: 185 instructional days 
rather than 180 and 1,000 hours in- 
stead of 900, with financial incentive

for schools exceeding those mini- 
mums. 

The commission noted the state 
has just one state high school 
graduation requirement § and 
recommended the board adopt new 
guidelines which the local board 
should be urged to adopt over a four- 
year period. 

They include four years of com- 


. munications skills, two years of 


mathematics, two years of science, 
three years of social studies, two 
years of either foreign language, ar- 
ts or vocational education/practical 
arts, one year of physical education, 
and a half year of computer educa- 
tion. 

Runkel said he would like more 
emphasis on technology education 
as well, and would like to see schools 
increase their use of telecommunica- 
tions. 

The commission also said school 
boards should set competency stan- 
dards regarding reading and mathe- 
matic skills for advancing from one 
grade to the next and for gradua- 
tion. . 

For teachers, the commission 
recommended strengthened certifi- 
cation standards and requirements 
by local boards for teachers to par- 
ticipate in professional development 
programs. 

It said teachers should be certified 
in content areas as a condition of 
assignment to a class. 

Runkel said he does not expect 
Michigan to join those states which 
are requiring teachers to pass com- 
petency tests, but it should do a bet- 
ter job of assuring quality training 
for teachers, 

The commission urged increases 
in staff development funds to im- 
prove teaching skills in english, 
science, mathematics and computer 
technology.

Pigeon 


Traverse City— Five more 
natural gas wells were put 
into production in the Pigeon 
River Country State Forest 
during November, according 
to W.D. Saulmon, Michigan 
operations manager for 
Shell Oil Company. He also 
described initial results of a 
groundwater monitoring 
program in the forest. 

The gas wells began pro- 
duction with the startup of 
the new Corwith 11 central 
production facility, Shell’s 


second production facility in 
the forest. A total of 19 wells 


are: now producing the 
state’s ofl and gas reserves 
in the forest, 12 oi] wells and 
7 gas wells. Daily production 
currently averages about 
2,400 barrels of oil and about 
18 million cubic feet of 
natural gas. 

Water quality programs 
required by the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources were conducted 
for Shell in 1977 and 1983 by 
independent environmental 
consulting firms. Water was 
monitored in 1977 from 16 
wells drilled throughout the 
oi! and gas development 
area of the forest to provide 
baseline water quality data 
for comparisons. The 
current groundwater mon- 
itoring program began in 
January 1983 to determine 
whether oil and gas drilling 


in the Pigeon River Country 
State Forest affects the 
quality of the forest’s water 
resources. 

Water samples were taken 
from =e il groundwater 
monitoring wells located at 
‘two sites containing three 

' producing oil and gas wells 
and one dry hole. The sam- 
ples from each well were 
analyzed for eight separate 
variables to determine 
mineral content and other 
water characteristics. Initial 
results show there have been 
no significant impacts on 
water quality from oil and 
gas drilling and production. 

Shell recommended to the 
DNR that additional resear- 
ch be conducted at one well 
site using soil borings and 
more monitoring wells to 
evaluate why — chloride 
readings in one monitoring 
well were higher than the 
general pattern of the other 
wells tested. The new 
research is underway and 
will be completed in early 
1984, Saulmon said. 

A total of 44 oil and gas 
wells and exploration tests 
have been drilled on state 
lands in the forest since 1970. 
Saulmon said Shell’s drilling 
ceased temporarily early 
this year to await additional 
geophysical research and 
exploration planning. Ad- 
ditional exploration wells 
will be drilled later.

In this day of mechaniza- 
tion, it probably seems 
strange to hear anything 
about snowshoes. I got mine 
out recently for the annual 
pre-season check. During 
that inspection, the evidence 
of nearly thirty winters was 
obvious, Oh, I grant you they 


haven’t seen use every win-- 


ter, but they are sure handy. 
Webbing worn thin has been 
repaired with rawhide from 
a deer skin in lieu of moose 
or caribou hide. Some people 
say not to varnish snow- 
shoes, but this I have always 
done to keep the moisture 
out of the webbing. When I 
first started using 
snowshoes, I tried the bear 
paw and the long Alaskan 
trail shoe, but finally settled 
on what some people call a 
Maine or Michigan pattern. 
They look somewhat like a 
long teardrop with an uptur- 
ned nose which helps when 
going through the snow and a 
tait which helps counter- 
balance the whole shoe. I 
have hunted, fished, laid out 
foot trails, as well as just 
looked areas over from atop 
snow that would otherwise 
have kept me nearer home 
or office. I won’t say what 
binding is best because that 
is a personal preference, but 
mine are leather and adjust 
well to different boot styles. 
One thing I would recom- 
mend is that you weave 
several lengths of good 
leather thongs into the web- 
bing somewhere for that 
time, which will come even- 
tually, when your bindings 
break miles from nowhere 
with the snow hip deep. 
Those things will allow you 
to make emergency repairs 
which will make the return 
trip a whole lot easier. 

Snowshoeing isn’t fast, but 
it is quiet as well as fine

The Federal Crop In- 
surance Corporation, accor- 
ding to Charles Fillinger, 
District Director, has taken 
an aggressive approach to 
providing information and 
availability of their new In- 
dividual Yield Coverage 
(YC) program. 

The intent, according to 
Fillinger, is to educate far- 
mérs and insurance agents 
who will be working with the 
program as to its importan- 
ce to the agricultural com- 
munity.

SYNOPSIS 

The November 30th Meeting of the Crawford County Beard 
of Commissioners convened at 9:30 a.m. with all commissioners 
present but Miller. Miller attended the afternoon session, and 
eight visitors were present at various times. 

ACTIONS TAKEN BY THE BOARD INCLUDED: 

— Approval of the November 8th minutes as presented. 

—Approval of payment of three vouchers totalling 
$4,063.51. 

—Authorization for the Chairperson to execute the 1984 
Friend of the Court Incentive Payment Program Certification in 
an amount not less than $40 thousand. 

—Suspension of the ban on alcoholic beverages in the court- 
house for the period between the hours of 5:00 p.m. (~ 8:00 p.m. 
Dec, 21st only, to accommodate the annual Christmas potluck 
for county employees. 

—Adoption of a resolution supporting H.B. 5128 (Mental 
Health Code}, providing that the date after which the county 
becomes liable for 10% of service cost be changed from April 1, 
1981 to October 1, 1983. 

— Approval of an expenditure not to exceed $50.00 for office 
supplies for the Sheriff Department. 

—The appointment of Jini Hindmarsh to a three-year term 
on the North Central Mich. Mental Health Board. 

—The tabling of an appointment to the Commission on 
Aging pending further information on terms and membership. 

—-Review and acceptance of 37 pieces of correspondence. 

--Two public hearings held in conjunction with the regular 
board meeting. 

Topics of the hearings were: 

PROPOSED USE OF GENERAL REVENUE FUNDS 

The hearing opened at 10:18 a.m. to receive comments re- 
garding the proposed use of these funds. The Federal Revenue 
Sharing Program has been extended for three years at $4.6 
billion. Commissioners discussed earmarking the funds for 
public safety, the expansion of the Sheriff Dept. in recent years, 
involvement in the airport, creation of a joint landfill and the 


- Federal requirement for an annual audit. The need to eventually 


eliminate dependency on revenue sharing and provide for 
necessary services with general funding was also discussed. 
Crawford's 1984 share of revenue sharing monies is anticipated 
at $170,053.00. The hearing recessed at 10:47 a.m., and recon- 
vened at 11:15 a.m. to accept further comments. No written or 
oral comments having been received from citizens, the hearing 
was closed at that time. 

K-MART CORPORATION PROJECT PLAN 

Following a review of general rules governing conduct of the 
public hearing, the Board recessed the Regular Meeting at 2:30 
p.m. to go into the Public Hearing on the K-Mart Project Plan 
and Issuance of Limited Obligation Economic Development 
Revenue Bonds for the K-Mart Corporation Project, puravant to 
Act 388 of the P.A. of 1974 as amended. The hearing was con- 
ducted in the Circuit Court Room, which filled to overflowing 
with an estimated one hundred persons in attendance. 

JOSEPH WAKELEY, EDC Secretary/Treasurer, reviewed 
the plan and the procedures used in applying for a project 
through the EDC. He explained that the $2.7 million project 
would be located on the 1-75 Business Loop south of the Phillips 
66 Station; that no zoning change is necessary, and that neither 
Crawford County nor the EDC would be liable should K-Mart 
default on the project. 

OPPOSING THE PROJECT WERE: 

MARY CATHERINE KRAUS, who requested that further 
discussion be tabled, alleging that the EDC was improperly 
organized for consideration of the project. (James Weiner, 
representing K-Mart, disputed the allegation, stating that the 
resolution naming additional directors for the project did, in 
fact, comply with P.A. 338 of 1974, as amended.} 

JOHN KRAUS, manager and part-owner of Ben Franklin 
Family Center, who gave a lengthy presentation on the purpose 
of the Economie Development Act, and the factors that should 
be considered when granting approval of a project. Mr. Kraus 
indicated that he felt the three purposes for EDC funding 
(alleviation and prevention of unemployment, assisting and 
retaining of local industrial and commercial enterprises and the 
encouraging of new enterprises in the community) were merely a 
trade off of existing employment. He reviewed K-Mart’s history, 
operational costs and policies; and summed up his presentation 
by stating that it would be unlawful for the Board of Com- 
missioners to approve the issuance of bonds for the proposed 
project. 

EMIL KRAUS, who gave a presentation indicating what he 
felt would be a loss of Federal and State taxes should the bonds 
be issued. Two others opposing the project were Martin Bohn 
and Charlene Blaine. 

BOHN stated disapproval, and disappointment in com- 
missioners for what he alleged was a catering to special interest 
groups. 

MRS. BLAINE stated that if K-Mart would only offer part- 
time jobs, it would not be enough. 

SUPPORTING THE K-MART PROJECT WERE: 

PAUL LERG, EDC Board Member, who said he supports 
the K-Mart Project because it will bring growth to the com- 
munity. He also pointed out that he had not objected when con- 
struction of the mini-mall was financed by borrowing from the 
Michigan Public Employees Retirement Fund. 

B.J. FOWLER, Grayling Township Supervisor, who stated 
that the Grayling Township Board had gone record as support- 
ing the commissioners’ decision to call for the public hearing on 
EDC bonding for K-Mart. Fowler also stated his personal sup- 
port of the project as a businessman, because of the increase in 
the county tax base that would result. 

BETTY GRAVELYN, who said that K-Mart wauld be no 
different than most companies, in that they would bring in out- 
of-town managerial personnel and hire the rest of their em- 
ployees locally. 

BOB SMOCK SR., Old AuSable Sporting Goods, who sup- 
ported the K-Mart Project, citing the high unemployment rate in 
the county. 

MRS, CROSBEY, who supported the project, saying that 
many Crawford residents must depend on Public Transit and are 
not able to travel to other towns to shop K-Mart. 

RICHARD AGREE, co-manager of the project, who stated 
K-Mart has made no threats, no concession and has asked for no 
subsidies. He said K-Mart will pay full taxes; and that with the 
exception of management personnel, will hire its employees 
locally. In addition to oral testimony, more than 550 phone 
messages had been received by commissioners by the time the 
hearing ended. All but two were in support of the K-Mart 
Project. Three written testimonies supporting the project were 
also received. 

Following no response to a call for further comments, the 
hearing was closed at 3:30 p.m., and the regular session was 
resumed. Prior to a vote on the K-Mart Resolution, the Chair- 
person reviewed a packet of material received from Emil L. 
Kraus, requesting that either the hearing be cancelled on the 
grounds of non-compliance in postihg and failure to notify per- 
sons in the project area; or that adoption of a resolution ap- 
proving the project plan and issuance of bonds be withheld. 
Signed affidavits from both John and Emil Kraus were included, 
swearing to the said non-compliance, along with excerpts from 
the statute governing the EDC, and a copy of the Nov, 8th 
resolution calling for the public hearing. Mr. Wakeley stated 
that he personally did the pesting and notifications required, 
and that his affidavit attesting to that fact was on file, He stated 
that the same procedure was used for the K-Mart Project that 
had been used for all other EDC projects. 

A motion to adopt a Governing Body Resolution Approving 
the Project plan and Issuance of Limited Obligation Economic 
Development Revenue Bonds for K-Mart Corporation was then 
made and seconded. A subsequent motion to table adoption of 
the resolution pending investigation of the charges made by 
John & Emil Kraus failed for lack of a second; after which the 
resolution passed by a vote of six to one. 

DISCUSSION ITEMS INCLUDED: 

Problems with breaking rims on sheriff patrol cars. 

Complaints of potholes near Pere Cheney and Chase 
Bridge Road. Neilson will relay these complaints to the Road 
Commission. 

—A new Association of Health Districts being formed in the 
U.P. and northern Jower Michigan. 

—The appropriate channels to be used in dealing with per- 
sonnel-related matters. 

--Snow plowing, and a new procedure for ordering supplies. 

Review of a meeting held with Sister Mary Ellen Howard, 
Director of Mercy Hospital, relative to Ambulance service, 

—A report from Chief Justice G. Mennen Williams’ Special 
Committee studying the advisability of full-time probate judge- 
ships. There is concern ovér the possibility of a conflict of in- 
terest when probate judges are also practicing attorneys. 

--The possibility of converting the Crawford County postal 
area to the Consumer Power universal numbering system. The 
subject is being investigated because emergency services are 
presently hindered by the confusion stemming from duplicate 
street names and roads with several names. 


—The possibility of the county acquiring the Wakeley 
Bridge Park site from Consumers Power. 

—The response of salaried personnel and slected and appoin- 
ted officials as to whether they would be willing to accept a 
voluntary pay cut for a year to help balance the county budget. 
Fourteen of fifteen had respectfully declined; their opinion being 
that such a cut should be shared equally by every person on the 
county payroll. 

--The policy of many municipalities to waive permit and in- 
spection fees to other units of government. Board consensus was 
that most contractors charge these fees in their bids, that we 
pay State fees and that the county cannot afford to offer these 
services free. 

—Status of the landfill. The securing of jigenée: and construc- 
tion plans is underway. The DNR indicates we must provide a 
clay cover soon. 

ANNOUNCEMENTS 

—Results of water sample testings indicate no chemical 
problems exist in our water. Some of the corrosion on fixtures 
could be due to hard water.
